Teachers’ High Noon: 
Sign of the Times: 
School 
Strikers Defy Judge, Sheriff 
Seises Labor Headquarters 


PITTSBURGH-It’s not only 
the Steelers who play a rough 
game in this iron town. There 
are the school teachers. For 
weeks they were on the line-the 
pick« line. What made this 
strike different from scores of 
other militant school stoppages 
was not tee unusual size of the 
court fines wMch Mt them, nor 
the length of the illegal walkout 
which began Dec. 1, but the 
tough Unbending bench. Namely 
a not-for-long obscure common 
pleas court judge, Donald E. 
Ziegler. 
He threw more than the book 
at 
Al 
Shanker’s 
American 
Federation of Teachers' Local 
400. He moved‘like high-noon 
incarnate. 
Angered by the long strike's 
illegality 
and "willful 
civil 
contempt 
of court,” 
Judge 
Ziegler first issued a return to 
work injunction Jan. 3. 
Rejected, he Mt the union with 
a $25,000 fine. Then with a daily 
810,000 punishment for every 
school day it paralyzed the 
system. And each teacher was 
personally fined $100 per strike 
day. And he meant it. He got the 
school board solicitor to get up 
an official roster of strikers- 
some 4,100-so they could be 
notified 
individually 
by 
registered totter. 
Thus the tab began running to 
some $420,000 daily toward the 
beginning of this past week. Still 
no union 
compromise. 
The 
Pittsburgh 
Federation 
of 
Teachers (PFT) said, flatly, no 
contract no work. The basic 
issue was increased salaries. 
The Board of Public Education 
said it was fresh out of money. 
The PFT said it wouldn’t go 
back without more pay. By New 
York standards the difference 
wasn’t much, several million 
dollars. But who needs New 
York City standards? 
On or about Jan. 13, Judge 
Ziegler 
thought 
he’d 
had 
enough. He ordered both sides 
into conference rooms. He told 
them he’d dispatch sheriff’s 
deputies to escort both sides in if 
they dallied. He came himself. 
He posted two deputies at the 
doors. Settle, said he. No one 
leaves except the news people. 
They didn't settle. 
Fines began to mount. By the 
time I left town here they totaled 
over $2 million. That didn’t do it. 
So the judge ordered the sheriff 
to move to and seize tee union’s 
assets and cash and bank ac­ 
counts. Deputies under Sheriff 
Eugene Coon got a locksmith. 
The locks were changed on the 
building. For-sale notices were 
put up. No one could get in or 
out.

He has said he’d take the 
teachers’ personal unpaid fines 
out of the local’s future dues. 
That means over $2 million. 
Crushing for a 4,600-member 
teachers federation. 
There are lessons to be 
learned from the teachers here. 
Certainly, «her school unions, 
such as the one in New Bedford, 
Mass. ($337,000) , have been 
fined.

The "bionic” man, or woman, with superhuman 
powers may only be a creation of science fiction. But 
medical science, teamed with technology, is making 
impressive progress in rebuilding the bodies of arthritis 
victims and enabling them to return to almost normal 
lives. 
In the past, the usual procedure in treating arthirtis- 
ravaged joints was to fuse them, which rendered them 
totally rigid and immobile. Today, the 
increasingly 
practical alternative is to replace the joint entirely. 
One of the latest developments is an artificial ankle. 
More than 20 implantations of the device has been per­ 
formed by surgeons at the University of California’s 
College of Medicine in Irvine. Some patients who have 
been unable to walk without a crutch for years are 
reportedly taking up such sports as golf and tennis. 
The same research team also developed an artificial 
knee three years which is now implanted in more than 
5.000 persons in the U.S. and Europe. 
Replacement of diseased hips with relatively simple 
metal and plastic ball and socket parts has been carried 
out for a decade and is now considered routine in ar­ 
thritis patients. According to United States Surgical 
Corp., makers of a one- piece artificial hip, more than 
50.000 such operations are performed in this country each 
year. 
In addition to artificial 
hip, 
knee and ankle 
replacements, specialists are also able to reconstruct 
finger joints. Future candidates for replacement with 
artificial joints are the wrist, elbow and shoulder.

It was urgently 
needed, be declared in a House 
speech, to control “skyrocketing 
food prices, energy crises ... and 
powerful oil companies." 
Yet after the echo of his brave 
words had faded, he dilly-dallied 
and 
shilly-shallied 
while 
business tycoons systematically 
sabotaged the bill 
The measure would encourage 
states to sue giant corporations 
for 
antitrust 
violations 
and 
award billions in damages to the 
public. It bad the enthusiastic 
support 
of 
the 
attorneys 
general front 39 states 
But the Nil was held up 
unavoidably 
by 
the 
Im­ 
peachm ent 
hearings 
Then 
Rodino selected as his new chief 
counsel Earl Dudley, an able, 
intense man with Uttk antitrust 
experience, 
There is evidence that Dudley 
worked against the bill behind 
the scenes Nevertheless, it was 
approved overwhelmingly by s 
subcommittee and scheduled for 
quick ratification by the full 
Judiciary Committee last June 
But something kaxty happened 
to the bill an the way to the full 
committee One of the nation's 
most 
powerful 
lobbies 
the 
Business Roundtable, suddenly 
awoke to the importance of the 
bill 
The Roundtable is made up of 
about 
160 of the country’s 
largest 
com panies, 
which 
operate 
facilities 
in almost 
every 
congressional 
district 
Such industrial giants as Bristol 
Myers, Continental Can, Exxon, 


General 
Motors, 
Ford 
and 
Kennecott 
Copper 
were 
mobilized against the NU. 
The lobbyist's hand is quicker 
than the public's eye So what 
happened next was too fast for 
the public to follow But the 
Business 
Roundtable 
quietly 
assigned 
its 
able 
lobbyist, 
Arnold Lerman, 
to build a 
backfire against the b»U 
He was a shrewd choice For 
Lerman 
happened 
to be 
a 
former law associate of com­ 
mittee counsel Dudley 
They 
had worked together on cor­ 
porate cases six years earlier 
We 
have 
established that 
Lerman quietly warned Dudley 
the legislation as "a bad idea ” 
Lerman also brought business 
tycoons 
to 
Capitol 
Hill 
to 
whisper in the backroom against 
the bill 
The pressure had its effect 
upon Kodino On the day before 
his Judiciary Committee was 
supposed to meet on the bill, be 
summoned the subcommittee 
members 
to 
the 
Speaker's 
dining room for a surprise 
"briefing.” 
This neatly got around the 
House rules against secrecy 
The legislalaive sessions are 
supposed to be open to the 
public, so Rodino pretended the 
m eeting 
was 
an 
inform al 
"briefing" 
According to serveral who 
were present. Rodino quickly 
got down to legislative bus mess 
His enthusiasm for the bill, it 
became dear, was wsvenng He 
said that industry 
pressures 
have been tremendous" He 
"would need everyone's sup­ 
port," he pleaded, before he 
could take the bill to the House 
floor. 
This brought open grumbling 
from the bill's backers, par­ 
ticularly Barbara Jordon, D- 
Tex , and Ed Mezvinsky, 
D- 
lowa Rep John Set her ling, D 
Ohio, who had joined Rodino in 
sponsoring the bill, gamely tried 
to keep the bill alive but agreed

PITTSBURGH-lt's not only 
the Steelers who play a rough 
game in this iron town There 
are the school teachers. For 
weeks they were on the line-the 
picket line. What made this 
strike different from scores of 
other militant school stoppages 
was not the unusual size of the 
court fines which hit them, nor 
the length of the illegal walkout 
which began Dec. 1, but the 
tough unbending bench. Namely 
a not-for-long obscure common 
pleas court judge. Donald E 
Ziegler 
He threw more than the book 
at 
A1 
Shanker's 
American 
Federation of Teachers’ Local 
400 He moved ‘like high-noon 
incarnate. 
Angered by the long strike's 
illegality 
and 
"willful 
civil 
contempt 
of 
court." 
Judge 
Ziegler first issued a return to 
work injuncUon Jan. 3. 
Rejected, he hit the union with 
a $25,000 fine Then with a daily 
110,000 punishment for every 
school day it paralyzed the 
system And each teacher was 
personally fined Si00 per strike 
day And he meant it. He got the 
school board solicitor to get up 
an official raster of strikers- 
some 4,100--so they could be 
notified 
individually 
by 
registered letter 
Thus the tab began running to 
some $430,000 daily toward the 
beginning of this past week Still 
no 
union 
compromise. 
The 
Pittsburgh 
Federation 
of 
Teachers PFT) said, flatly, no 
contract no work 
The basic 
issue was increased salaries 
The Board of Public Education 
said it was fresh out of money. 
The PFT said it wouldn t go 
back without more pay. By New 
York standards the difference 
wasn't much, several million 
dollars 
But who needs New 
York City standards? 
On or about Jan. 13, Judge 
Ziegler 
thought 
he'd 
had 
enough He ordered both sides 
into conference rooms He told 
them he'd dispatch sheriff’s 
deputies to escort both sides in if 
they dallied He came himself 
He posted two deputies at the 
doors Settle, said he No one 
leaves except the news people 
They didn't settle 
Fines began to mount By the 
time I left town here they totaled 
over $2 million That didn't do it. 
So the judge ordered the sheriff 
to move in and seize the union’s 
assets and cash and hank ac­ 
counts. Deputies under Sheriff 
Eugene Coon got a locksmith 
The locks were changed on the 
building For-saie notices were 
put up No one could get in or 
out 
Obviously the desks, tables, 
typew riters 
and 
coffee 
machines wouldn't bring much 
But the judge was determined to 
show who and what the law is. 
Well, what with some $5,000 in 
the bank and the furniture 
depreciated, the union couldn't 
care less 
It set up shop in the hospitable 


Painters Local Union No. 6. 
Other 
unions 
offered 
their 
headquarters and secretarial 
help Labor lawyers moved for a 
court 
order 
to 
remove the 
padlocks They were ready to 
post a SiOo.ooo bond to cover the 
union's fine which stood at 
$75,000 that moment. 


And then the teachers began 
rallying the rest of the labor 
movement 
They 
got 
the 
AFL-CIO 
Building 
and 
Construction 
Trades council (meaning the 
bard 
hats), 
the Council of 
Professional Employees and the 
new national AFL-CIO Public 
Employes Dept as well as other 
local central labor bodies to talk 
of 
mobilization and demon­ 
strations. 
The fines mounted The school 
youngsters for the most part 
went without education for over 
eight weeks But the teachers 
held tight and tough Then the 
Amalgamated Food Employes 
Union Local 590 posted the 
$100,000 bond On Monday Jan 
19 Sheriff Coon, under Judge 
Ziegler's orders, reopened the 
doors. The teachers had their 
headquarters back. Still they 
struck At this time my reading 
is they won practically all they 
sought 
But that will depend on the 
judge He has said he'd take the 
teachers’ personal unpaid fines 
out of the local's future dues 
That means over $2 million. 
Crushing for a 4 600-member 
teachers federation 
There 
are 
lessons 
to 
be 
learned from the teachers here. 
Certainly, other school unions, 
such as the one in New Bedford, 
Mass 
($337.000) , have been 
fined 
And 
several 
score 
teachers have been jailed, such 
as in New Haven And some, as 
in the Buffalo, N.Y., suburbs, 
await appeal decisions on their 
prison sentences 
Virtually all of the teachers' 
strike epidemic has been illegal. 
But un Pittsburgh the indignant 
judge threw what he could at the 
instructors-padlocks. 
the 
sheriff’s office, heavy personal 
fines, 
a daily $10,000 union 
(Pittsburgh 
Federation 
of 
Teachers)) penalty, and 
the 
threat of indefinite prison terms 
He directed sheriff's deputies 
literally to lock in snd guard 
negotiators-the whole thing 
But the teachers now are 
much 
like 
cosidiggers 
or 
steelworkers 
The fact that 
teaching is in the public sector, 
and practically everywhere the 
law says such striking is illegal, 
means nothing Labor solidarity 
does it. 
And this is just the beginning 
As the empty coffer crunch hits 
the nation’s cities, the con­ 
frontation will escalate 
And the competitiveness for 
more militant stances between 
Shanker's AFL-CIO Teachers 
Federation and the huge 1.7 
million-member 
independent 
National Education A san, led 
by the young team at Terry 
Herndon and John Ryor, will 
sharpen

physical activity If you take 
in more energy than your body 
uses there is an increase in 
body fat and with it in many 
people an increase in blood 
cholesterol levels and even in­ 
creased blood pressure I hate 
to think how many time I have 
told people that weight control 
involves this basic principle 
If you don't exercise much 
you can't eat much without 
getting fat and having these 
complications 
There are numerous ex­ 
amples in the world of people 
who do eat high-fat. high- 
cholesterol diets and have no 
heart and vascular problems 
Part of it is hereditary but 
another part is the high- level 
of activity The Masi walk or 
trot more than 20 miles a day 
and the net result of food 
available and energy expend­ 
ed makes a thin individual 
Obviously such a life style is 
not suited to our modern liv­ 
ing habits so we must pay a lot 
more attention to our diet. It 
takes an enormous amount of 
work to compensate for a 
high-fat high-cholesterol diet.

Alcohol: the new teen-age turn-on 
After the drinking starts

There are a lot of books on how 
to mix exotic drinks, but until re­ 
cent years not much had been 
known about what happens after 
the drinking starts 
"The fact is.” says the Na­ 
tional Institute on Alcohol Abuse 
and Alcoholism, “that untii re 
cent years when drinking prob­ 
lems forced public concern 
there was little factual alcohol 
and health information avail 
able ” 
The NIAAA itself was es­ 
tablished only in early 1971. mak­ 
ing the problems of alcohol ism 
and alcohol abuse, after all these 
years, a national health priority 
While most of the attention 
given to alcohol centers on its ad­ 
verse effects, it is important to 
rem em ber that if it is used in 
moderation, there does not ap­ 
pear to be any ill effects. And 
there are beneficial effects, espe­ 
cially with respect to the elderly. 


can prove disastrous, reducing 
both the quality and length of 
life Damage to the heart, brain, 
liver and other major organs may 
result.” 
The first step in the develop­ 
ment of liver disease associated 
with heavy alcohol intake is a 
condition known as ‘fatty liver.” 
an out-sized liver caused by fats 
accumulating in liver cells and 
disturbing the normal function of 
the liver 
Doctors say this condition can 
be reversed, returned to normal, 
by stopping drinking. The liver is 
the body organ that metabolizes 
alcohol, making it susceptible to 
damage sooner than other 
organs 
The NIAAA says that the gas­ 
trointestinal system can become 
irritated by large amounts of al­ 
cohol. and that gastritis, ulcers 
and pancreatitis commonly oc­ 
cur among alcoholics. Further,

College. “ I realised I didn’t 
want to be Emmett Kelly so I 
left the group. It was a good 
group, a great show band. But 
I wanted to write songs and 
plat them. I left the group at 
19 and by the time I was 20 I 
had made an album for ABC 
that was made available wher­ 
ever fine foods are sold. 
“ Not believing it had failed, I 
released another album with 
the same name, ‘Henry Gross,’ 
on A and M. Then ’Plug Me 
into Something’ did well last 
year.” 
Gross left A and M when the 
production company to which 
he was signed left the com­ 
pany. His producers for those 
two albums, Terry Cashman 
and Tommy West, also have 
C 
oduced his new one, “ Re- 
ase,” out in January on Life- 
song Records. 
“ We work really well togeth­ 
er, after a couple of years of 
learning. I hadn’t liked the pro­ 
duction on my first album so I 
was paranoid of producers. 
Whatever they wanted to do, I 
didn’t like, even if it was right. 
We went through a year of 
that. Then this one was easy 
street. Everybody kept his 
mouth shut until he knew he had 
something to say. 
“ This album is the best we 
could do. There’s no knowing I 
could have (tone something bet­ 
ter if I ’d spent 10 minutes 
more. We spent four months on 
this album. 
“ I started rehearsing with 
the musicians the second week 
in July, these 10 songs. I ’m not 
sure I ever want to hear them 
again. If this album doesn’t 
happen I'U know my calling was 
retail dry goods. 
“ But 90 per cart of the suc­ 
cess of a record is whether you 
had a good year of writing 
songs.” Gross feels that he had 
a good year of writing. He 
worked hard, touring a lot and 
writing songs while on the 
road. “ I missed the motel pool 
season — not one dip. 
“ A lot of friends of mine 
have a great first album and 
the second is an outrageous 
waste of vinyl. If they’re hav­ 
ing any success, they start run­ 
ning around and getting com­ 
pletely crazy. 


“ And a lot of artists kind of 
lose it after their big album. 
What do you write about? Cros­ 
by, Stills and Nash wrote about 
lawyers and accountants and 
everybody got bored.” 
One of Gross's new songs is 
"Overton Square,” about the 
Lafayette Music Room, which 
is on Overton Square in Mem­ 
phis. “ I wrote it one night when 
I was a little depressed about 
playing. I played it just after I 
wrote it and the place went 
crazy. 
“ AandM has a really good 
promotion man in Memphis, 
Jim Bryant, and when I w ait 
to play there, people were 
ready to hear me. After being 
an opening act for a long time 
and playing while people are 
waiting to hear what they came 
for, to have anybody respond to 
you and know who you are was 
great. 
“ That club was the place I 
felt things starting to happen. I 
got a lot of confidence from 
playing at that club.” 
Gross says his “ Plug Me into 
Something” album sold 
as 
many copies in Memphis as in 
New York. He likes the South 
in general, finding audiences 
less jaded than on the two 
coasts and college circuit in be­ 
tween. 
Gross likes John Lennon’s 
songs. “ When an artist is really 
good I think even his down mo­ 
ments are interesting. People 
put down Lennon for every­ 
thing. At his worst he has been 
better than almost anyone. 
There is always something in­ 
teresting about his records.” 
But hie isn’t crazy about all 
English musicians and in fact 
is almost bitter about some of 
their market predominance. 
“ England has sent over some 
heavy acts and some drivel. El- 
vin Bishop, one of the greatest 
guitar players there is, was 
wiped out by English music. 
There is great American music. 
If there were room for every­ 
one, I wouldn’t care. But a lot 
of great American acts get wip­ 
ed out. Hie grass is always 
greener thing really hits hard.” 
But back to his personal am­ 
bition, “ The whole thing is, if 
I’m going to be successful now, 
I just want to get into as many 
kinds of music as I can tie to­ 
gether on stage and have a 
flow with it and have it be in­ 
teresting. The new album has 
rock ’n’ roll, a juke box song, 
some boogie, a ballad, one with 
a country feel. But a show or 
an alburn shouldn’t be con­ 
fusing.
